new, but about three-fouitbs of tho ma­ 
chinery in the present mill will be utilized. 
W ith these improvements all made, which 
will cost in the neighborhood of $50,0002 
it is estimated thatexcluBive oí chlorination-, 
the expense of milling will be sixty cents 
per ton, and of miniDg from 83 50 to $4. 
The Mammoth Bar mine, on tho Middle 
Fork ef the American river, near Auburn, 
is represented to be giving very encourng- 
ing prospects. 
This claim is on a portion 
of the river bed that never could be worked 
in early days of river mining, because of 
the great depth of tho gravel, and the im ­ 
possibility of getting to the bottom of the 
channel w ithout the aid of deep working 
machinery. 
The ground has been contin­ 
uously held for inaoy years by Grass Val- 
leyans, and last season au incorporated 
company was funned to work tho claim 
nnder the above name. 
Strong steam 
machinery was set up ou the river bank, 
and a perpendicular shaft sunk to a deptb 
below the natural bed of the stream, and 
then a bed-rock tunnel run under the chan­ 
nel, 
From this tunnel three upraises hav& 
been made into the gravel at different 
points, and prospects obtained which aver­ 
age twenty-five ceuts to the pan, which, us 
miners understand, is “ big pay.” 
A good 
deal of water has been encountered, but 
this is easily handled by the large pumps 
w hich are used, and tho gravel channel is 
being gradually drained, so that the ex­ 
traction of the gravel can soon be com­ 
menced. 
The depth of the gravel is from 
sixty to seventy feet, but the “ p ay ” is 
looked for on the bed-rock, where the 
stockholders hope (from the former rich­ 
ness of the river above and below th e 
claim) that “ inule loads” of the shining 
ore will be found.—[Gras3 Y'alley Union. 


BATHING 
AT 
BRIGHTON. 


■•Gath’s ’ Estimate of the English Female 
Form. 
[“ G a t h ” in the Brooklyn Eagle.) 
There is little bathing at Brighton, and 
in this respect I was disappointed. 
People 
do not come here flying from the heat a*d 
plunge in the w ater to cool the blood, as 
we do. 
They fly from the cold as well to 
those sheltered south coasts and seek an 
equal climate rather than a revulsion of 
climate. 
All the time 1 have been here it 
has been pretty cold weather, although a 
softening wind from the face of the sea 
abides even in the dampness. The English­ 
men are often fine swimmers and there 
seems to be no treacherous current hero, 
bearing the swimmer off to sea, and conse-' 
quently the nude bodiis of young Britona 
are seen half a mile out iu the w ater. 
The women do not swim a3 much as ours. 
English women bathe in flannel, gencially 
blue, with no sleeves, the arms, w hich are 
the best limbs they have to show, being 
exposed to the armpit. 
The sun does not 
scorch those fine, muscular armB, b a t 
merely puts a little haze or fog upon them 
to tem pt their roses out. 
They all wear 
bathing shoes, cr rather slippers, which do 
not hide the ankle, as the pebbles here rr.d 
stroDg surf would soon lacerate the feet. 
They wear stockings ia but few cases, 
aud, I think, wear corsets in the w ater 
but little. 
The batl ing dress is made 
looseisb, particularly below the middle-, 
and is seldom belted. 
The legs are wide 
aud not tied, so that the British legs are 
revealed in their full leugth, and often 
above the knees. 
A cool, measured and 
judicial view inclines me to the conclusion 
th at the British leg is fair to middling. 
I t 
lacks three of the adequate elements of 
the American 
limb—the large, round, 
tapering calf, the small ankle, and the 
tapering instepped, well liorn foot. 
The 
British calf is like a baiulage tied on, 
bunching once aud then sliding aw ay into 
leanness ; the whole foot of the English 
woman is a masculine article, girded into 
abominable shoes, which may lie sensible 
in design, but are w ithout symmetry. 
I 
think we make the best shoes iii the 
world for both men and women. 
YY’e are 
the beet dressed people, although the 
model of our styles is manifestly Parisian. 
Continuing with the female anatomy, I 
may say th at American girls resemble the 
French more than the English, yet resem­ 
ble neither much. 
There is a refinement 
of skin and Latin contrasts in the French 
girl’s face difficult to surpass ; but in form, 
the French woman is almost without hips, 
unless she is a laboring woman, and is 
planed off like a board. 
Her feet aro 
comely, however, and the ankle is cut 
square, giving her freedom without strength 
of motion there. 
At Brighton I saw some 
few rare specimens of beautiful vital h.o 
in English girls ; such had generally dark­ 
ish hair, dark gray or brown eyes, skins 
w ithout roses, yi a pale, brunette tint any­ 
bodies fluent, limbs long, and necks and 
heads cut fine and clear of the ■houlde: *.

TEE SENSE 
OF 
HEARL.G 
IN BIRDS 


When we arrive at the sense of hearing 
we come to the point ¡where proper esthetic 
feelings begin. 
It is quite impossible to 
doubt th at birds are fond of musical sounds. 
The song of our own nightingales and lin­ 
nets, the deep notes of the South Ameri­ 
can bell-bird, the incessant cooing of the 
dove, the noisy chattering of the parrots, 
the ringing cry of the whippoorwill, all 
lead to the same conclusion. 
Here, again, 
these sounds are of precisely the S3me na­ 
ture as those employed by the crickets, 
kat\did*, cicadas, aud othermusical insects, 
as well as by man himself in his vocal and in­ 
strumental music. 
Something of the same 
taste is displayed among thequadrum anaby 
the howlers and other monkeys. 
B ut it is 
a noteworthy fact that a large majority* of 
these presumably sexual calls, in birds, in­ 
sects, and other animals, arc true musical 
sounds, not mere noises. 
I have pointed 
out elsewhere the probable reason for this 
preference of pure tones in the case of man­ 
kind ; aud the same argument will apply, 
mulatis mutandis, to other animals. 
But 
there is certainly a singular analogy in this 
respect between sounds and colors, most 
animals preferring the relatively pure and 
simple musical tones to confused noises; 
aud the relatively pure and analytic colors, 
red, blue, green and yellow, to confused 
mixtures 
such 
as 
brown, 
gray 
and 
mud-color. 
At any rate, a bird evidently 
pays far more attention to the musioal 
class of auditory pt rceptioDs than to mere 
noise. 
A canary will take no notice of or­ 
dinary confuse I sounds in a room ; but, if 
ono begins to chirp or whistls to it, it im­ 
mediately responds with another chirp iu 
emulation. 
So, too, when a piano or 
other musical instrum ent is played in the 
neighborhood of a singing-bird, it will 
often show its recognition of the musical 
character by pouring out its fullest flood of 
song, as if to conquer it3 unconscious rival. 
Of course, the smging-matches between 
birds themselves are too familiarly known 
to call for separate mention.

.Portland, September 15th.—There are 
still 180 towns to hear from, mostly small 
and remote places. The aggregate vote in 
the State last year was over 139,270. This 
has been increased a little over five per cent, 
as far as received, and if the returns of towns 
increase in the same ratio the aggregate will 
reach 110,800. of which the Republicans 
should have about 73,000, Furionists about 
73,000 and scattering about 800. 
Some of 
the more remote Fusion districts have brought 
in Republican gains. 
The Fusionáis will 
probably have a trifling- plurality, which 
elects l’laisted, if 
the amendments 
are 
adopted. 
If not adopted, or if found un­ 
constitutional on account of being retroac­ 
tive, which question has been suggested, the 
election will go into the Legislature. 
The 
figures are so cíose that only an official count 
can decide it, unless decided gains are made 
on one side or the other in the remaining 
towns. Owing to errors which must occur in 
returns received in this way, even differences 
between tabulation officials and that of the 
Legislative Committee may change the re­ 
sult. 
C hicago, September 15th.—The Times' 
specials from Maine confirm lilaiue’s accusa­ 
tion that the Democrats have spent vast sums 
of money in bribing voters, and that this was 
the cause of the unexpected result.

It seems cer­ 
tain that Davis will make a much larger gain 
than 90 votes, because later returns have 
given him a very considerable advantage. 
Now, if he beats PiaLtcd by one vote he will 
be elected, provided that the constitutional 
amendment which is being voted for carries, 
and is construed as retroactive. This amend­ 
ment provides for an election of Governor by 
a plurality vote. If the amendment fails, 
or is construed as not retroactive in its effect, 
then Plaisted will fall far short of a majority 
over all, and the question of the selection of 
Governor will be referred to the Legislature, 
which, being largely Republican, will cf 
course select Davis. 
It now looks as though 
Davis could hardly fail of winning.

Seven negroes have been arrested as impli­ 
cated in the murder of one Lee Laprarie. 
One of the negroes was taken to Sadiersaille 
Sunday, and it is reported has confessed, 
naming his accomplices. 
A Springfield special to the American says : 
A t 12 o’clock Tuesday night a mob of 100 
armed men came into town and began to 
batter in the doors * f the jail coutainiug two 
negrees charged with the murder of eld man 
Laprade. Four suspected negroes were iu 
the hands of the mob, and two others in ja il; 
also a negro named Joe Ramsey, who mur­ 
dered a bliss Holt. 
The following are specials to the American 
ta á morning: 
CiTURiE (Ky x Septem ber 15th—2:30 a. si. 
Jim Higgins, one of the Laprade murderers, w as 
captured at Vaducah a ¡few days ago and brought 
to Sadlersvilie for trial. He made a full confession 
yesterday. There were seven more negroes impli­ 
cated in the murder. The trial net being finished, 
tiie parties were put under guard at Sadlerstille last 
night. This morning at 1 o'clock a masked party 
ot fifty men were seen half a mile front Sadiersville*. 
armed with shot guns and holding consultation. 
Twenty men were seen passing litre at 2 o’clock, 
going towards Sadlersvilie. No doubt they will 
lynch the seven negroes before morning. 
Sl’KIXSFlKLP, August 15tU—:i A. 51. 
Arclt Jamison and Jack Beli were taken by the 
mob, and will be hinged. Ramsey was left dead 
<m the jail tloor, riddled with bullet0. The ntob left 
quietly. , They bruke open several 
blacksmith 
shops and got tools, then broke down the doors of 
tile jai! and went into the cells, took out the ni groes 
and M l town with them securely tied and riding in 
front of the mob. 
Everything was done quietly. 
Citizens went to the jail after tiie mob left, and found 
Ramsey lying on the floor dead, perfectly riddled 
with bullets. None of the mob arc known. They 
went west on the Clarksville road. Some citizens 
asked where the would find the prisoners. Tito 
mob remarked that the buzzards would find them. 
It is said that ail the negroes will be hanged 
together. The mobw-tll now have time totakethem 
where Laprade was murdered before daylight. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
N ashvili.e, September 15th.—Late advices 
from Springfield state that the crowds who 
broke into tiie jail there this morning were 
disguised with white handkerchief* across 
their faces, and entered the town along Cedar 
Hill at 1 o’clock. 
They rede quietly to the 
jail aud dámounted. 
Failing to find the 
Sheriff to obtain the keys, they broke in the 
doors with sledge hammers. 
The first cell 
reached was occupied by Ramsey, who two 
mouths previous shot a young lady because 
she refused to marry him. This prisoner re­ 
treated behind the door and fought the mob 
with the leg of a chair. 
He was shot in tho 
left leg, severing the femora! artery, and fall­ 
ing, was dragged outside and one or two more 
shots fired into his body, which killed him. 
The crowd then secured Jack Bell and Archie 
Jau ison (negroes), arrested a few days ago, 
charged with the murder of L. S. Laprade, who 
lived about 17 miles from Springfield. They 
placed these prisoners u¡«n horses, and with 
them left town by the same road they en­ 
tered. 
They halted seven miles frqMi Spring­ 
field and hanged the two negroes o( dogwood 
trees, about seventy-five yards apart 
A t 7 
o'clock this morning a lady passing along the 
road observed the corpses swinging, and at 
once notified the neighbors. The intelligence 
soon reached Springfield, and the Coroner, 
accompanied by a number of citizens, pro­ 
ceeded to the spot, cut down the bodies, held 
an inquest and placed the corpses in a wagon 
and drove back to town. The bodies were 
then taken charge of by an undertaker. Five 
others, accused of complicity iu the Laprade 
murder, are under guar<!¡at Sadlersvilie. One 
of them, named Higgins, made a confession 
implicating the others, and giving ticketing 
details of the torture of Laprade to make him 
reveal where his money was kept. 
The ex­ 
citement at Sadlersviile is very great, aud the 
lynching of the prisoners to-night is appre­ 
hended.

T he G ully M u tile r T ria l. 
De K alb (Miss ), September 15ib.—Tiié 
trial of Virgil and Houston Gully on a charge 
of the murder of John P. Gilmer iu 1877 is 
progressing. The State has closed its case, 
having examined ten wúneeses. 
ío tho trial 
years ago cf Henry J. Gully for the murder 
of Cornelia Cháho ut, he tvas acquitted. The 
plan of the prosecution then tvas to establish 
a conspiracy. 
That plan is now abandoned. 
The State’s proof shows that Virgil Gully 
fired the first and second thobr at Gilmer. 
Witnesses for tho defense testified that Virgil 
fired neither the first cor second shot, because 
they were in conversation w ith him at the 
time. 
One witness—Hopper, for the State— 
testifies that he tvas in jail at the time Gil­ 
mer was killed, and saw Horn ton Gully 
shoot at him after he was down. 
Walker 
Morrison, for the defense, testifies that he 
was in jail with Hopper. 
They were 
looking at thejcruwd 300 yards away through 
the glass in the jail Window, and could dis­ 
tinguish no one in the crowd of 100 men or 
more. He did not see Houston. Witness 
Harvey testified that Houston was near him 
all the while ; that Houston had no gun, and 
he is certain that he did not shoot at Gilmer. 
Witness Waddle testifies that after the second 
shot he saw William Gully run out of the 
back door ot his store in the direction Gilmer 
h al gone, and after raising Lis gun to his 
shoulder, he immediately disappeared from 
view behind a corner of the store. 
An in­ 
stant after he heard the r port i f a gun back 
of that house. 
This was the third and last 
shot. 
Witness supposed at the time that 
Win. Gull}* tired it, but is not certain. The 
defense then closed.
